HONOLULU, July 3.—A Navy pa- 
trol plane speeding to Howland 
Island to search for the missing 


plane of Amelia Earhart turned 
back to Pearl Harbor naval base 
today after encountering snow, sleet 
and heavy electrical disturbances. 

Navy authorities here announced 
the plane struggled two hours 
through the storm and finally 
turned back when the fuel began 
to run low. 

The Coast. Guard cutter Itasca 
immediately turned back to the sec- 
tor in which Miss Earhart and 
her navigator, Fred J. Noonan, were 
believed to have been forced down, 
just short of their destination, min- 
ute Howland ‘Island, on their flight 
around the world, 

Destroyers. and tenders were 
made ready toe leave ‘Pearl Harbor 
to go to the Navy plane's assistance 
should the craft be forced down. 

Navy authorities did not give the 
plane’s position when it was forced 
back, but at 8 a. m. today Honolulu 
time (12:30 St. Louis time), Coast 
Guardsmen estimated it was with- 
in 200 miles of Howland. 

The flying boat, carrying a crew 
of eight, took off from Pearl Har- 
bor last night. 

Lieut. W. W. Harvey piloted the 
plane. Aboard the flying boat with 
Lieut. Harvey, were Lieut. W. W. 
Drane, junior gradue Lieut. E. §S, 
Lytle, Aviation Cadet P, W. Smith, 
Radiomen McCormick and Wil- 
liams, and Mechanics Curry and 
English. 

Battleship Ordered to Aid. 
The Navy Department at Wash- 


ington ordered the _ battleship 
Colorado to participate in the 
search. The Colorado, which ar- 


rived here yesterday, will require 
some time to reach the scene. The 
vessel carries three planes which 
would be available for a wide area 
in the vicinity of where Miss Ear- 
hart’s plane is believed to have 
been forced down. 

The 38-year-old aviatrix and her 
navigator, Noonan, flyers theorized, 
overshot the tiny island on a 2570- 
mile hop from New Guinea and 
dropped on to the water about 3 
p. m. (St. Louis time) yesterday 
when fuel for the twin motors of 
her land plane was exhausted. 

Radio stations listened for some 
word from the missing plene, which 
went silent as far as any direct 
word was concerned, shortly aft- 
er 1 p. m. (St. Louis time) after 
reporting only 30 minutes’ fuel sup- 
ply remained. :

forced service aboard the cruiser. 

The Government reported that 
insurgent warship and plane at- 
tacks against coastal towns con- 
tinued.

Franco’s Army Continues Advance 
on Santander. 

HENDAYE, French - Spanish 
Frontier, July 3.—Insurgent troops, 
driving northwestward azainst Gov- 
ernment forces, were reported in an 
insurgent communique today to 
have occupied new territory in San- 
tander province. 

Reports from the defense side ad- 
mitted Gen Francisco Franco's 
men were continuing their advance 
along the Santander road to Cas- 
tro-Urdiales, on the Bay of Bis- 
cay, about 18 miles northwest of 
Bilbao. 

Large numbers of tanks, planes 
and heavy guns were being used in 
the offensive, defense advices said. 
The insurgent command reported 
two wings of its forces were seek- 
ing a junction to straighten out the 
line between Castro-Urdiales and 
Valmaseda, about 12 miles south of 
Castro-Urdiales.

PERPIGNAN, France, July 3. — 
Gen. Sebastian Pozas, Catalonian 
army chief, said today a Spanish 
Government army of 200,000 men, 
well arme dand equipped, had been 
assembled in the Catalonian and 
Arabian provinces of Spain. 

Pozas added that Catalan fac- 
tories were turning out three fight- 
ing planes daily. 

He admitted in an interview pub- 
lished in a local newspaper that 
defense of Santander, next ob- 
jective of the insurgent-conquerors 
of Bilbao, would be “extremely dif- 
ficult.”

Of 
the amount, the grand jury said 
William Boyle supplied $15,000 and 
James Pendergast $60,000. 
Lawyers Engaged by Pendergast. 

The portion of the report relat- 
ing to the engagement of the de- 
fense attorneys by James M. Pen- 
dergast confirmed a dg¢tailed ac- 
count of the manner in which the 
lawyers were procured published in 
the Post-Dispatch May 23 last. It 
was disclosed that certain attorneys 
were reluctant to serve but were 
induced to do so for a variety of 
reasons ranging from loyalty to the 
Pendergast organization to consid- 
erations of personal obligations.

Basque President Aguirre Flees

Says Bilbao Had Many Promises but No Help 
in Fight Against Rebels in Northern 
Spain.

BAYONNE, France, July 3. 
Basque Government officials here 
announced today that President | 
Jose Antonio de Aguirre and part. 
of his army had fled from Basque | 
territory of Northern Spain.

Aguirre’s statement, given out by | 
a spokesman here, said “Our terri- 
tory has been conquered,” but “the 
Basque Government, wherever it is, 
remains the legitimate government 
of the Basques, interpreting the.

Accident on First Attempt. 

Miss Earhart first flew to Hono- 
lulu in March to start her Equa- 
torial globe flight west to east. A 
take-off accident here caused her 
to return to the mainland and again 
start around the globe in the oppo- 
site direction, going from Oakland, 
Cal., her starting point, to Miami, 
Fla., in May. 

By quick hops she passed San 
'Juan, Puerto Rico, Dutch Guiana 
and Natal, Brazil. At Natal her 
ship received a last-minute check- 
up before she and ner navigator 
hopped eastward across the Atlan- 
tic for Dakar, French Senegal, 1900 
miles away on the West African 
coast, 

It was not her first ocean hop. 
She was the first woman to fly solo 
across the Atlantic and the first 
person—man or woman-- twice to fly 
the ocean. Among her cther first 
flights was her solo from Hono- 
lulu to California, Jan. 11-12, 1935. 

Dakar, her goal when she left 
Natal June 6, was 500 miles nearer 
than was Honolulu on her earlier 
flight. She missed her mark, land- 
ing at St. Louis, Senegal. Later she 
confessed she had failed to hit 
Dakar because she over-ruled Noo- 
nan on the course he laid out. Avia- 
tors at Dakar said they believed she 
had set a record for the eastward 
South Atlantic crossing. 13 hours 
22 minutes. 

Her next objective was Khar- 
toum, in the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan.

The force of about 350 custodians 
now works a minimum of 10 hours 
daily on a 12-month basis, with two- 
week summer vacations with pay. 
In severe weather, when fires must 
be kept up, the custodians often 
work as long as 14 or 16 hours a 
day and sometimes on Sundays. 
Their principal] duties are cleaning 
and general maintenance of the 
schools, operation of the heating 
plants, care of the lawns and clear- 
ing of the sidewalks. In summer 
they clean boilers and paint and 
perform other tasks. 

The 140 matrons work nine hours 
a day during the 10-month school 
year, except for a few employed 
through the summer. Their duties 
include care of girl’s lavatories and 
cleaning of offices and glass and 
brass work. They are paid $8 a 
month, except for a few in larger 
high schools receiving $90. 


Pay of Custodians, 


Pay of many of the 346 custodi- 
ans is $137.75 a month, while the 
range is from $125.25 for assistant 
substitutes to $187 for the head men 
'at three larger high schools and 
$219.75 for the head man at Harris 
Teachers’ College. The rate depends 
on the individual’s ability and the 
size of the school to which he is 
assigned. Increases are not auto- 
matic. 

The custodians and matrons are 
under supervision of Philip C. 
Brante, an assistant to Building 
Commissioner George W. Sanger. 
Both Sanger and President Francis 
C. Sullivan were out of the city to- 
day. 

Recently the board repealed the 
dead-letter rule which forbade 
teachers and other employes of the 
Instruction Department from be- 
longing to labor unions, but there 
has been no indication that many 
teachers were interested in joining 
the Teachers’ Union of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County, an A. F. of L. af- 
filiate.

Employes of Eight Office Buildings 
Get Pay Rises. 

Wage increases were granted the 
employes of eight office buildings 
through agreements reached yester- 
day with the Building Service Em- 
ployes’ Union, affiliated with the 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion. About 200 workers are in- 
volved. 

Under the agreement, recognizing 
the union for its membership, 
workers were given a 5 per cent 
increase and will receive another 5 
per cent Jan. 1, it was announced

.only recently, I address myself to you 
on the subject of the Milles fountain with 
some diffidence, knowing that the opin- 
ions of newcomers in a community are 
subject to considerable discount.

The news 
that there was to be a fountain by Carl 
Milles in the newly-created plaza oppo- 
site the Union Station seemed a matter 
for real excitement, and a great step to- 
ward making up for a certain timidity 
which characterizes the decoration of 
many of St. Louis’ public places. I was 
not only elated, I may have been guilty 
of boasting over the fact that St. Louis 
had had the wisdom to select, so soon 


after his arrival in this country, a man. 


who is by common consent the equal of 
any sculptor living, and had had the 
vision to give him a free hand in the 
ornamentation of one of the conspicuous 
open spaces available in the city. 

Since January, however, I have seen 
published nothing but adverse criticism of 
Milles’ distinguished models for the foun- 
tain. Some photographs of unfinished 
plaster figures, taken against the sculp- 
tor’s wishes, from angles at which the 
finished groups would not be viewed, were 
the occasion for objections being voiced, 
largely on the question of decency.

PROGRESS AGAINST THE CROOKS. 

In two important rulings handed down yesterday, 
the Missouri Supreme Court dealt heavy blows to 
the crooks who have been stealing St. Louis elec- 
tions. 

It granted a writ of certiorari, filed by Circuit 
Attorney Miller, to review Circuit Judge O’Malley’s 
refusal to permit the grand jury to open ballot boxes. 
A hearing on the writ will probably be held at the 
| September term of court and, if the State is success- 
‘ful, it will be possible for the grand jury to subpena 
and examine the contents of the ballot boxes in the 
river-front bond issue and other elections in which 
fraud has been proved, and return indictments. 

It will be recalled that last winter, in one of the 
strangest proceedings ever on view in a St. Louis 
court, Judge Joynt refused to subpena the ballot box 
of the first precinct in Mike Kinney’s Fifth Ward, 
after listening to the odd argument that the ballots 
—the evidence in the case—should have been de- 
stroyed a year after the election and were legally 
non-existent. The ballots had not been destroyed 
because they were being held for the use of the 
Circuit Attorney, at his specific request, following 
wholesale disclosures of fraud in the river-front bond 
issue election. 

As strange as the argument itself was the fact 
that the motion before Judge Joynt was filed in be- 
half of five plaintiffs, all of whom later admitted 
they were acting as dummies, by three political law- 
yers. Since the five dummies claimed they had 
been solicited to lend their names to the motion and 
had paid no money to the lawyers, the question nat- 
urally arose as to the identity of the person or per- 
‘sons who hired the three political lawyers. This 
question is still on the agenda. The identity of the 
'instigators is still a mystery. 
| The Circuit Attorney applied to the Supreme Court 
for a writ of mandamus to compel Judge Joynt to 
‘grant the subpena, but for technical reasons the 
court could not grant this type of writ. When the 
| matter of subpenaing the Fifth Ward ballot box 


| issue the subpena and the Circuit Attorney appealed 
\for a writ of certiorari, which has now been granted. 
The case will now be heard on its merits. 

| No doubt, the average citizen is confused over the 
mass of legal red tape that has encircled the simple 
|matter of producing evidence in the river-front fraud 
ease. His confusion is entirely justified. A good 
many lawyers, we dare say, are similarly wondering 
how so simple an issue can lead to such a tangled 
skein of litigation. In any case, the cause of honest 
elections is making progress. 

The Supreme Court’s second ruling is even more 
gratifying. On behalf of 68 persons, mostly election 
judges and clerks, who are under indictment for felo- 
nious fraud in last August’s primary, lawyers filed a 


‘writ of prohibition to stop the trial of the cases. 
This is known as a dilatory tactic. Obviously, in the 
minds of the Supreme Court Judges, the arguments 
made for the writ were of no merit, and the writ 
was denied. The Circuit Court may now proceed 
with the trial of the indicted persons. 

It is impossible not to contrast the course of 
the fraud cases in the Circuit Court of St. Louis with 
the course of the Kansas City fraud cases in the 
Federal court. It was only last December that Judge 
Reeves made his famous charge to the grand jury, 
yet t6 date 151 persons have been indicted and 46 
convicted for actions in last November’s election. We 
‘have still to obtain decisive action on fraud disclos- 
ures made almost a year ago, and on indictments that 
have been hanging fire since last fall. 

Justice in the Federal court at Kansas City and 
justice in the Circuit Court of St. Louis operate 
along different lines. Even so, the dragnet is surely 
encircling the persons who have raped the ballot in 
St. Louis.

This 
method has worked so flawlessly heretofore that the

of a threat to supply arms and airplanes freely to 
the Valencia Government unless the Fascists return 
to the patrol. 

France and England have the right, under inter- 
national law, to supply such help. A grant of bel- 
ligerent status to Gen. Franco, for which Italy and 
Germany were angling, would have meant waiving 
this right. (They had already waived it in entering 
the non-intervention agreement, but the Fascist na. 
tions’ gross violations of that pact have voided the 
agreement.) With the status of belligerents, Franco's 
forces would no longer be considered rebels against 
the legal Spanish Government, but combatants with 
rights equal to the Government’s. This would cal] 
for strict neutrality toward both sides by foreign na- 


' tions. 


| Granting belligerent status is, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, the normal procedure in large-scale re- 
bellions. The principal maritime Powers, for. in- 
stance, recognized the Confederate states as bellig- 
erents soon aiter the American Civil War began. In-

BEAT THE SUBSTITUTE! 

Introduction in the Senate, with administration 
approval, of a substitute for the original Roosevelt 
court-packing bill is a tacit admission of defeat for 
that measure. Thus the first great engagement in 
the fight to prevent executive domination of the Su- 
preme Court has been won. 

The victory is with an aroused public opinion— 
and to say this is to take away no whit of the credit 
that is due Senator Burke of Nebraska, Senator 
Wheeler of Montana, Senator Clark of Missouri and 
the other Democrats who, breaking with their party 
leadership and running the risk of political reprisals, 
organized an opposition that has proved too much 
for even the prestige of Mr. Roosevelt and the machi- 
nations of Jim Fgrley to overcome. Without the 
support that rolled up behind them, increasingly, 
the opponents of the President must have gone down 
and the Farley prophecy that “we have the votes” 
been vindicated, 

How evipty is that prophecy today! How empty 
the various White House outgivings, in the face of 
a growing opposition to the packing plan, to the effect 
that “no compromise” was the slogan! 

Now that the administration has abandoned the 
bill that it said it could pass and has brought forth 
a substitute, another major battle is to be fought. 
The new bill discards the provision for immediate 
wholesale packing of the court and proposes the ap- 
pointment of one extra Justice a year for each sitting 
Justice over 75 years of age. The only difference 
between the original and the new scheme is in the 
degree and the manner of packing; and the degree 
remains large even in the new scheme, for the Presi- 
dent, aside from the appointment of a successor to 
Justice Van Devanter, would have the appointment 
o* two new Justices within the next six months, one 
for each of the calendar years 1937 and 1958. Under 
present conditions, he could name Justices also for 
each of the years 1959 and 1940, thus bringing the 
court to a total of 13 members. 

But the extent to which he could add members 
under the new bill is not the cardinal point; that 
point is the fact that the packing principle remains. 
Against this principle Congress should set its face, 
whether the contemplated number of new members 
be one or a hundred. No attempted camouflage, no 
spacing of the appointments given the President, can 
disguise the fact that the bill is an assault on the 
independence of the court. 

Equally with the first proposal, the new adminis- 
tration bill violates the spirit of the Constitution.

Observance of the historic day always 
has been costly. In the first 30 years of 
this century, for instance, more lives were 
sacrificed in .celebrating America’s inde- 
pendence than were lost in achieving it in 
the Revolution. From Lexington to York- 
town, the total number of Americans killed 
in the war was 4044, while 6004 were wound- 
ed. From 1900 to 1930, 4290 were killed &@nd 
96,000 were injured by fireworks. 

For 25 years, organizations such as the 
National Fire Protective Association. the 
National Society for the Prevention of Blind- 
ness and the American Museum of Safety, 
have been waging a campaign for rational 
observance of the holiday and have suc- 
ceeded, to a limited extent, in reducing the 
number of casualties by a concerted attack 
upon “this annual orgy of fire, noise and 
death.” They have not sought to bar fire- 
works altogether, but have advocated safe 
use in community displays. 

Yet, as late as 1935, latest year for which 
figures have been analyzed, there were 7738 
injuries, resulting in 30 deaths and 57 cases 
of loss of sight. 

In the study of accidents conducted re- 
cently by Dr. Leland E. Coffer, former As- 
sistant Surgeon-General of the United States 
Public Health Service, it was revealed that 
among fireworks casualties were large num- 
bers of children too young to be aware of 
what they were celebrating. 

Analysis of 3000 cases showed that 817 
children between 1 and 10 were injured and 
13 youngsters of this age were killed. Nine 
of those who lost their lives were 5 vears 
old or younger. Six other children between 
the ages of 10 and 15 were killed and 797 
children of that age were injured. 

A significant feature of Dr. Coffer’s findé 
ings is that there were as many accidents 


in cities having laws prohibiting sale of fire- 
works as in those having no restrictive leg- 
islation. This anomaly, he declared, was 
accounted for by the fact -hat in nearly 
every case where a city prohibits the sale of 
fireworks, “they are bootlegged within that 
city and are sold openly at roadside stands 
just outside the city limits or in neighboring 
towns.” 

Virtually all studies prove that there are 
no such things as harmless fireworks. Analy- 
sis showed-that the common firecracker, 
delight of small children, is the most danger- 
ous of all fireworks; probably, it is main- 
tained, because it is used in greater quanti- 
ties than any other.

The so-called “harmless sparklers” are far 
from trustworthy; last year, they caused the 
death of four children, all burned in fires 
started by the “harmless” things. Even the 
little cap pistol and the equally virtuous 
punk, used instead of matches, caused seri- 
ous injuries, 

Speaking of these casualties recently, Lou- 
is Resnick, director of industrial relations 
of the National Society for the Prevention 
of Blindness, declared that it was up to 
manufacturers to discontinue items blamed 
for the greatest number of casualties, in- 
cluding sparklers. He said: 

“If fireworks manufacturers do not, of 
their own accord, eliminate those items that 
are causing loss of life and warlike lists of 
wounded each year, then the time will come 
before long when America will wipe out the 
entire industry and with it the barbarous 
practice of burning children alive, géuging 
their eyes out and blowing their hands off 
in the crazy notion that this is patriotism.’ 

But C. H. Fleming, executive secretary of 
Pyrotechnic Industries, I[nc., collaborating 
with organizations advocating rational use 
of fireworks, does not think that prohibition 
will help. 

“The general prohibition of fireworks on 
the Fourth of July runs counter to the 
traditions and ingrained character of the 
American people,” he said recently. “For 
that reason such prohibitions are likely to 
be as little effective as the noble experiment 
of the drys.” 

Mr. Fleming believes that an impartial 
Federal agency, such as the Bureau of Ex- 
plosives of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, should have general supervision of 
fireworks to assure safety.

“At the present time, they (the bureau) 
exainine the products of various fireworks 
manufacturers,” he comments, “but solely 
for the consideration of safety in transpor- 
tation, which has no definite relation to 
safety in use. We may as well recognize 
that complete elimination of fireworks acci- 
dents through any means, including absolute 
prohibition, is not possible of attainment.” 

New Jersey is the latest State to join the 
ranks of those outlawing indiscriminate sale 
of fireworks. Three other states, Kentucky, 
Michigan and Iowa, have laws which flatly 
prohibit retail sales of fireworks. Twenty- 
one states have enacted restrictive legisla- 
tion. There are 384 cities and towns in 
America with local ordinances banning sales, 
while 172 other communities restrict the 
trade.

HE second concert of the sea- 
son being given by the Little 
Symphony Association in the 
Washington University Quadrangle 
found all the elements favorable 
last night and one of the most di- 
| verse and most thoroughly agree- 
able performances of the associa- 
tion’s history was the result.

had been vastly improved by the 
removal of the green back-drop, the 
music played was all of an arrest- 
ing character and the artists in- 
volved were all in good form. 

Ruth Wilson's performance of the 
Bach A Minor Concerto, under the 
direction of Hans Lange, vied with 
Mr. Lange’s propulsive treatment of 
the Ernest Bloch Concerto Grosso, 
in establishing the high artistic 
peak of the evening. Playing one 
of the least known of Bach’s violin 
works, she held the audience to a 
high pitch of concentration by a 
forthright, poised but always vital 
exposition of truly great music. 
The warmth and—in general—the 
smoothness of her tone was part 
of a style that involved immaculate 
phrasing and intonation, a strong 
rhythmic sense and an undisput- 
able choice of tempi. The slow 
movement, with its unusual char- 
acter of aloofness combined with a 
touching lyricism was particularly 
demanding musically and technical- 
ly, but every difficulty was met 
with triumphant ease by both solo- 
ist and orchestra. 

Miss Wilson played an aria by 
Gluck as an encore. 

The violin concerto and the Sym- 
phony in F by Haydn were the 
twin panels of classic loveliness 
forming the first part of the pro- 
gram. The Haydn symphony— 
called “La Passione’—is unique in 
that the first movement is an 
adagio and it is also one of Haydn’s 
greatest in that it affords a glimpse 
into the depths of his character. 
Mr. Lange performed it with great 
care and a fine sense of balance. 
It was in the Bloch concerto grosso 
however that Mr. Lange tran- 
scended the iuatural limitations in- 
hering in outdoor music and pro- 
duced from his small orchestra not 
only a rich and moving sonority 
but the most striking contrasts. 
The authority ‘of his conducting 
gave a confidence, a thrust and a 
freedom to the performance that 
was plainly communicated to the 
audience.

The Board of Education closed its 
fiscal vear Wednesdvy with a cash 
balance of more than $4,000,000, or 
$1,054,993 more than it had counted 
on when the year began. Its in- 
come was $998,864 more than was 
anticipated and its expenditures 
were $56,129 less than the original 
appropriations in the budget. 

Receipts for the year were $10,< 
798,902, although only $9,800,038 had 
been counted om. Disbursements 
totaled $10,923,599, whereas the orig- 
inal budget allowed $10,979,729.

N haps the most reliable meas- 
uring rod that can be em- 
ployed in bridge. Bids that would 
have been made if the situation 
had been so and so; cards that 
must be in such and such a hand 
because, if it were otherwise, a cer- 
tain play would have been inevita- 
ble—these are the deductions that 
point the way to success.

turned on for a minute or two; the 
patient, who may be unaccustomed 
to the appearance of X-ray, sees a 
queer kind of light, he feels no 
tingling or pain, and yet in about 
three weeks he will find that the 
wart has simply disappeared. It 
is far better than burying the dish 
rag under the kitchen porch. 

One important point is that nei- 
ther the patient nor the physician 
should be impatient. Although 
three weeks is the usual time, it 
may take a month or two before 
the wart entirely disappears.

Buying---Plan for Future Purchases. 
By ELIZABETH BOYKIN 


PLEASANT room doesn’t

a room in the modern manner. It 


and very careful buying. And it 
takes experience too to create a 
room without making expensive 
mistakes. Just how a woman, 
who'd like to have modern furni- 
ture but can’t afford mistakes, 
would go about planning her pur- 
chases was the problem that we 
decided to settle today. 

The first thing would be to plan 
so as to permit changes and ad- 
ditions to be made according to a 
definite plan as the budget ex- 
pands, Keeping in mind the fact 
that a young couple starting out 
wouldn’t have a lot to spend in the 
beginning but would want a nu- 
cleus they could develop into 
something really nice later with- 
out having to discard original pur- 
chases, we suggest the following 
will vary with individual means, 
but this plan is flexible. 


Our couple should first study 
their budget carefully and decide 
how much each month can be safe- 
ly allotted to home furnishings in 
to their initial sum they 
Thus will both present and 
purchases be absolutely 
their means, and by 


spend. 


thoughtful planning then can make 


the most of what they will have 


available to spend. 

Suppose they are starting in a 
two-room apartment and on a 
somewhat limited budget to begin, 
as many young couples do. And 


| suppose they want to be very mod- 


ern. Their first need would be for 
a place to sleep, and so they should 
buy a good double mattress and 
box springs, to which the young 
man could add a frame and legs 
to do for the present. Thus they 
could get along for the _ present 
without bedstead or sofa, but to 
make their springs and mattress 
look attractive the young man in 
the case could build a row of book 
shelves across one wall of the room 
and about a foot and a half deep 
. . . this should have an opening 
left in the center to permit the bed 
to slide in under the shelves and 
look like a studio couch. The depth 
of the shelves would take away the 
effect of the double bed width. If 
he desired the young man could 
extend arms out from the book 
shelves to serve as end tables for 
the bed. 


If the young couple preferred to 
start with twin beds, they could 
get a square corner table, then buy 
two springs and mattresses to ex- 
tend out from the corner table at 
right angles to each other, frames 
and legs could he made for them as 
for wide double _ bed mentioned 
above. By day they would make 
a pleasing sofa arrangement, by 
night comfortable beds, and in the 
future they would _ provide the 
springs and mattresses for their 
bedroom. 

The lighting of the room will 
have to have early consideration. 
A pair of lamps at each end of the 
double bed would be needed and 
these could be obtained at reason- 


‘blocked papers in many suble col- 


able cost. If the right angle single 
beds are used, one lamp on the 
corner table would be sufficient to 


begin with. 
A come now ... a console table 

and a pair of chairs would 
serve adequately and over the con- 
sole a large mirror would be at- 
tractive, would make the room seem 
larger and also could be used for 
dressing. A chest of drawers is 
an essential, too, and could be used 
with the mirror if preferred, 
though it will seem a little less bed- 
roomy to have a picture over the 
chest and the mirror over the con- 
sole. Another idea about the chest 
facilities suggested if the bud- 
get will permit—the twin chests 
give more storage space and are 
very smart looking’ used together 
with a long horizontal mirror 
above them.

ors that will add color detail to the 
room. 

Maybe you are surprised that no 
rug has yet been mentioned. But 
actually a rug doesn’t come under 
the heading of an absolute neces- 
sity. Therefore it can be waited 
for if the budget isc short. It would 
be better to wait on the rug, for 
instance, than to buy a cheaper 
mattress. However, a rug adds 
lots to the charm of the room and 
if there’s money enough left, broad- 
loom of fairly good quality could 
be purchased, or an interesting 
small rug can be selected with a 
view toward using it in a hall later. 

As for easy chairs, they, too, can 
be left till a little later if neces- 
sary, since our young couple have 
their bed to sit on. But, of course, 
a chair is a great comfort and 
should be added just as soon as 
possible. However, it is better to 
wait until a good one can be af- 
forded, as a cheap chair is a poor 
investment,

VALMASEDA, Spain, July 3.— 
About 15,000 Government soldiers 
have surrendered in Northern Spain 


within the last three weeks, insur- 
gent officers declared tonight as

their men pushed towerd Santan- 
der against only slight resistance. 

Already inside Santander prov- 
ince, the insurgents found only 
small bodies of Government sol- 
diers who sought only ‘o slow the 
advance and fied as the invaders 
pressed. on. 

Reports From Rebels. 

A communique from headquar- 
ters of insurgent Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco declared the last 
Basque resistance had been crushed 
and the defense of Santander City 
—20 miles west of Santona—had 
been entrusted largely to Asturian 
miners who go into battle throwing 
sticks of dynamite. 

It asserted the Basques could be 
eliminated from the Government 
Strength “since the major part of 
them have surrendered.” A battal- 


ion of 400 men, said to be one of. 


the last Basque fighting units, was 
Said to have yielded. 

Twelve thousand Asturians were 
reported to have been rushed to 
Santander, last important objective 


} of the insurgents’, Northern drive. 


Anarchists were said to dominate 
the city and to have forced the 
agent of the Madrid-Valencia Gov- 
ernment to flee. 

The Asturian miners kept up a 
semblance of resistance by blowing 
up bridges in the path of Franco’s 
men and sniping at the advancing 
troops in the mountain country. 

Rebels Near Ore-Shipping Port. 

The insurgents are threatening 
the ore-shipping port of Castro- 
Urdiales, only about 25 miles east 
of Santander. They hope to have 
all of Northern Spain conquered by 
mid-August, although that will en- 
tail suppressing the hard-fighting 
Asturians in their homelaad around 
Oviedo, :
